The Browns Descended frpm

a "Worthy" of England*
A Religion Founded by a

Member of the Family.
(By Eleanor Lexington,)

The Blown family traces Its lineage to
Christopher Brown of Hawkedom, Suffolk
county, England, and through him to the
.noient family of the borough of Stam-
ford hi Lincolnshire, which was the seat

\ of tho Brown family for 100 years and
1 more,

The oldest son of Christopher Brown,
for services rendered to the king, could
.Ppear with his head covered Ih the pre¬
sence of the king, lue heirs and suooess-
ore, and of all great mon, lords Bplrltunl
»nd temporal.nnd all othor persons whom¬
soever of tho kingdom. Ho ran Itod as one
of the "worthios" of England.
'.One ot, tlio principal ornamento of
Stamford Is All Saints' Church. This wtsa
built.by John Brown, wlio, with his wife,
Is burled thero. A stcoplo was added' to
the ohurch by tliier eon, William. A brass

¦- plate commémorâtes the fact and records
that William'Brown won a merchant of a
"very wonderful richness." Ho wns also
alderman, sheriff nnd the founder ot a
hospital 'bearing· tho name. This was built
In 1493 and liberally endowed by tho foun-
der. It la still flourishing, and In tho chap¬
el may be seen the marble figures of Wil¬
liam Brown and his wife, he In a long
gown and she In elegantly flowing robes,
with a dog at hor foot.
A certain Captain Pollg Brown married

Mercy Denison, whose father, Captnln
George Donlsou, was wounded at the bat¬
tle bf Naseby. He was carried into tho
Castle of Bowadll whoro, In true roman-

tic, mediaeval fashion, being nuraed by
tho daughter and heiress of the house,
Anne, he lovod nnd married her. Her
dowry was as many pounds in gold as her
weight, which wn-s ninety.
Among oarly settlers In America of the

.' Brown family was John Brown, of Haw¬
kedom, a descendant of Christopher
Brown, who was born about 1601. He ar¬

rived In the Lion, in 1032, and settled 'In
Watertown, Conn. Thomas Brown and
tris brother, Rev. Edmund Brown, were

born in Burystreet, Edmunds, Suffolk,
England, They camo to Now Englnnd In
Ì637, and, wore among the original pro¬
prietors of Sudibury, Mass., to which thoy
gave Its name. "The name, ordered by
the court, Is that of an old English town
Jn the county of Suffolk, near tho parish
of Burystreet Edmunds."
Edmund Brown wns the first minister

of'the church of New England, Sudbury,
and ono of the most distinguished cler-
gymen of the timo. He had a large li¬
brary for those times, mimborlng if'1
volumes. Ho owned about 800 acres pi'.
land,, and his house, colled In his will
"Brunswick"."the house by the stroam"
woe of "ample dimensions, two stories
high and well furnished." Ho loft $500 to
Harvard college.
The college grounds of Brown Universi¬

ty, Providence, comprise a larg-o portion
of the home lot of Chad Brown, who, with
his wlio, Elizabeth, and sons, came from
England In the ship Martin, in 1038. He
was a surveyor.
Another Immigrant Brown was George

who was born In Leicestershire in 1048.
In 1679 ho received a patent of land In
Bucks county, .Perni., from Sir Edmund
Andre, the American agent of the Duke
of York.
William Brown and his brother James,

hoth born In Nottingham, came to this
country In 1082. William was a muohly
married man.bo had four wives. It Is
related of him that "he suffered much
from conscientious soruplos In divers
matters."
The. religious denomination callea

¦Brownlsts wns founded by Robert Brown.
It Is now, represented in churoh organiza¬
tion and government by the various de¬
nominations of Congregatlonallsts.
Another member of tho family to win

renown was General Jacob Brown, who
distinguished lilmsolf In the War of 1812.
He was born In Pennsylvania in 1776, and

died In 1S2S. At the time of his death ho
¦was commandor-ln-chlof of tho army.
His portrait now hangs In the Olty Hall,
New York. After tho close ot the War of

1812, while visiting Now York, tho free¬
dom of the city was offered him. It was

said of him that no enterprise he under¬
took ever failed.
It seems that there la some Brown

money in England awaiting heirs. It le a

matter of £250.000, or about Jl.OOO.OOO. It

belongs to the heirs of Sir Anthony
Brown, knight, standard- bearer of Eng¬
land, and to whoso heirs forover Hen¬

ry VIH. gave fivers lands and manors In

Sussex. Sip Anthony' died In 1508. -Ho
left a son, also Sir Anthony, who was cre¬

ated Viscount Montague, whose first wifo
was Jane, daughter of tho Earl of Sussex.
His second wife was Margaret, daughter
of Lord Dacre. No hoirs to the property
can be traced In England. Ttic property,
therefore belongs to the dosoendanta of

the younger brothers of Sir Anthony,
"William and George Brown, who came to

this country. A Brown association was

formed In this countiy a few years ago

for the purpose of looking Into this mat¬

ter, and church records In London, Mld-
hurst, Rlploy and Lancashire have been
-examined. It Is also necessary to look

up all wills In the name of Brown from
3560 to 1750. As to the spelling of the name

in most early records it was spelled with
a final "e": but that has since boon

dropped by nearly all who bear tho nomo.

THE TREATY
APPROVED

Cuban Senate Agroos to All
of the Amendments.

RATIFICATION BY CABLE

President Roosevelt Will Now Call an

Extra Session of Congress So That

Reciprocity ¡May Becomo«Reality
as Soon as Practicable.

(Dr An»ocliitoil Pre··.)
HAVANA, Maroh 28..Tho treaty of re¬

ciprocity betwoon Cuba and tho United
States, ;aV amended by the Senato of tho

Unlted¡ States, was approved nt S o'olook
to-night in the Cuban Benato by a Vote
of 12 to 9. This approval Is absolute and
Is not hampored by any conditions, the

questionable tlmo-llmlt amendment hav¬
ing been dleponsod with through the ro-

oelpt of tho oable message from Bocre-

tary Hay, In which It was positively de-
fclarod that President Roosovolt would
oall a spoolol desslon of Congress prior
to December, 1st. Tho purport of this as-

suranoo wns· transmitted to tho Senato
by Frosldont Palma.and road at f.he be¬
ginning çt tho HOHsion, an undaratatidln*
having boon ronched previously with
Sonatore Bustninonlo, Capoto and Dois,
composing the majority of the Foreign
Rotations Committee. This w.ie done by
the offering of amendmonts by othor ad¬
ministration Senators substituting the
unconditional adoption of th» amend¬
ments to tho troaty by thd. Atneilcan
Benato for the qualified acceptance con¬

tained In the original report.
Final notion was delayed for a Ion*

timo by the discussion of an amendmont
offered ? by Senators Bangi lilt y,' Tiunayo
end Roolo, requiring tho I'Dhlse to pnBS
upon tho treaty. This waft voted down.
6 to 15. An amendmont to or a substi¬
tute for the oommlttoo'9 report wne then
offorod by Senators Erias, Montcagimdo
*.nd Botancourt. This upproved and ratl-
llod all the amendmonts of tho Senato at
Washington; alïd rocommended the Cuban
Legislature to take action conduolve to
.Lninlng elteotive reciprocity os soon ne

possible, To tille substitute report waa
added tho following:

Phis recommendation must be not
taken as an amendment to or modtneu-
tlon of the'-treaty.''

RATIFICATION BY CABLE,
The vote was taken separately on each

section of the substitute report, The vote
on tho unconditional ratification of the
treaty was 12 to 0; on the recommenda¬
tion tò the executive It was 11 to 9,,
,Tho present session of the Senate then

adjourned. Tho ratification will be ex¬

changed by cable.
United States Minister Squiers said

this evening to the representative of the
Associated Press:
"The ratification of the treaty without

amendmont Is due almost entirely to the
assurances glvon by President Roosevelt
that he will call an extra seselon of Con¬
gress before December 1st. This action
of the President will bo approdateli and
accepted by the Cuban Government and
pooplo as an additional evidence of most
sincere friendship and Interest on tho
part of tho American people, In whom
they have ever had unbounded faith and
confidence."

It Is Not .¡.Handsome, Only Coach and
Engine Long, But Carries the Cool

Cash.Wrecking Train Like
Cold Souse.

It Is hardly necessary to say that theee

articles are not even remotely Intended
as-dissertations upon railroading in gen-",
eral or In detail, but rather aa brief
sketches of different phases of the 'Ser¬
vice for the general reader, and with no

particular viow to connectedness.
Thero has boon a steady advance in tho

mattar of Increased engine capacity. Tho
mammoth freight locomotives can now
handle In a single train as much tonnage
aa It would havo required soveral engines
to haul a few years ago. And this ad¬
vance In train tonnage capacity has not
reached Its limit. Longor side-tracks,
rock-ballast road-bed, heavy ralle and
other Improvements keep pace with this
ovorrlncreaslng tonnage ratio. It is a

matter of business neoosslty. The great
railways must keep up with the com¬
mercial prosperity of the country.
The constant improvement in pas¬

senger engines and coaches is equally as

noticeable. The ago not. only demands
ample and comfortable traveling accom¬
modations but rapid transit as well, The
stacks that pull palatial trains must tío
fast-flyers. Happily, tho Inventive genius
and scientific acumen of tho day has kept
abreast of tho popular demand In this re¬

gard, and 'safety Is not necessarily sncrl-
flced to speed.we have both.

Its rumblings malto
music, Every employe of tho division
knows when it begins Its Journey, whence
it comes and whithor It goath, It con·»
tains a strong box· Within Its portala Is
a roll of the omnloyes and a statement of
hew much "timo" thoy made during the
preceding month- Ah! It's the pay train!
Verily, and w-io shall wonder that It is,
a "thine· of beauty and a Joy forever"
to tho faithful ones who give their honest
toll of brain or muscle for the commodity
It dispensas? The pay train runs "on
timo" on (Iret-clai«.»» roads, anil ...oro Is no

cruse for Impatience. The tlme-koeper
makes up his rolls from certified cinta;
these rolls aro carefully inspected by the
proper officials! the cash is drawn from.
tho bank and placed In, the.car; the pay¬
master, hi» assistant, a guard, a cook and

a porter get aboard; the conductor gets
h 1.1 orders and the start Is duly made.
This Important train stops wherever thoro
is an employe to bo pnld, and the prompt
payment.of ono Is of equal Importance as
that of another, To pay off a largo num¬
ber of employes expodltlously and with
en tiro and absoluto correctness requires
a level head and good'poise. Mr. John
Hancock, of the Chesapeake and Ohio, Is
widely known as a man who fills tho bill
most admirably, And there la no railway
company 'more prompt and regular In
paying Its employes than ine Chesapeake
and Ohio, albeit there-ore others equally
bo, I dare say.
When the track Is blocked tho wreck¬

ing train requires a clear trick. Every¬
thing must give it a wide berth. Tho
cars containing the Immense cranes and
other wrecking appliances aro always In
readiness. The force of men who go
with the wrecking outfit are requested
to reside within a certain radi us of tho
"home" of those cars, which are always
located at division terminals. An engine
Is kept under steam, and when a call Is
made for the tool-cars (aa.- they are gen¬
erally tormed) the response Is as prompt,
comparatively speak Ini;, aa that of tho
men and horse« In the fire department
to the sound of the fire-alarm gong.
Everything works In. harmony.the dis¬
patcher hustles to get out his orders,
the chief, superintendent, train-master,
division; master, foreman, are'all on the
movo. Meanwhile, the ohlaf dispatcher's
operator le on a wire different from that
the dispatcher Is busily using, getting tho
detailed report of tho trouble and Its
cause, estimato of damages, how long
It will take to clear main line, etc., etc.
If there are any casualltles everything
Is subordinated to getting relief to the
Injurod. the chief surgeon gota his de¬
partment on the go, nnd overybody keeps
busy untn every possible effort has been
exhausted to remedy tho unfortunato
conditions. A slne-qua non of up-to-date
railroading l3 an ampio wreck-relief
complement, and an expeditious modus
operandi In handling It. But this does
not negative the adage that an ounce of
prevention Is worth a pound of cure, and
It Is not nmlss to repeat In this connoctlon
a former .statement that the paramount
consideration with first-class railroads Is
safety.everything subordinated to that.
The railways have become more nnd

moro stringent In their requirements re¬

garding the non-use of intoxicants, It Is
worth an employe's Job now to boeome a

tippler. Frequenting saloons on the pnTt
of men engaged In the handling of trains
Is prohibited. This Is entirely right and
propor. There is no avocation that do-
mnnds sobrloty moro than railroading.
For a common carrier, which hns its
franchiso from the peoplo, and under-
takes for a consideration to convery

passengers from point to point to coun-

tennnce tippling or the frequenting of

bar-roonis on the part of tho employes,
In whose hands lies the safety of tho
traveler, would be criminal, and grossly
RO. And tho employe who would be

guilty of. a secret Infraction of thesi
rules, If detected, should bo (as doubt¬
less ho would bo) summarily dismissed,
and tlm man In 'authority In any depart¬
ment, who though· himself -. temperate
and satisfied that ho would'never tuke
"ton much" or "too strong," Jnv'to« tho
eiiiplovo in for a social.glass, should at

lonst ronlKii. This stringency on tho part
of the railway campani·*« dons ,not Imply
Hint limy »r» tempemnco organizations'
pur fe, but rnther that «pund polloy.

new ovldencci brought to light to-day.
Hko most of tho testimony gl/on during
tho Inquest, has no direct bearing «m tho
Burdlck murder. Pennell is the central'
figuro In the episode which has Just be«»«
brought to tho attention of trio -authori¬
ties, and they regard It as inipoi tant pu
throwing light upon the condition of
Pennell ? mind on the morning following
the murder.
In the Interval between the time Pen¬

nell "left tho Iroquols Hotel barber-shop
and that day, and the timo he took a

trolley car for Niagara Falls, tho authori¬
ties learned to-day Pennell went to the
house of C. E. Walbrtdge, on Main Street,
and' purchased a cheap Bulldog'revolver.
Three" men saw Pennell In the store that
morning, saw him buy, the revolver, and
thoy say they noticed extreme agitation
in his manner. E. W. Fox has charge
of the arms dopartmonf In Walbrldge'a
and sold tho weapon to Pennell, with
whom he was'well acquálnto'd,.

WAS VERY NERVOUS.
The two clorks In that department who

saw'Pennell and noted tho strange be¬
havior wero W. S. Edmunds and Louis
Bdohler, ...

"Pennell entered the store ¿bout noort

on the morning after the murder,"-eiild.
Mr. Edmunds to-day. "He walked hur¬
riedly up to the enst end of the store,
whore tho revolver case is located'and
eald to'Mr. Fox, who· was behind the
counter! >
.- " 'Please give mo a cheap revolver.'
"Mr. Pennell, while waiting.for the re¬

volver to bo wrapped up, paced up and
down In a highly nervous fashion]' and
wrung his hands. \Vhen the rovolvofjWas
delivered .to him he look It and hurried
out of tlio store."
Pennell's actions were so unusual,thnt

aftter ho depurtod, Mr. Fox eald tò'Bech-
l<jr nnd Edmunds: '

"Did you notlco how strangely Mr.
Pennell acted? Ho eoemed to bo Ina re¬

markable hurry.!'
It wns nftor purchasing the revolver

that Pennell wont to the automobile fac¬
tory nt tho'clty lino and after'he tele¬
phoned to his wife that he was ¿bins
to Nlngnra Falls «and requested her to

Join him there, Mrs, Pennell got ready at
once and Joined her husband at Niagara
Fulls late In the afternoon. She'.took
with her, tho Buffalo papers containing
accounts of tho lîurdlck murder,' It was

stated In the papers that the police were
working on tho theory that the·.crime
was committed by a woman. The woman
thoory. in fnct, seemed to be universally
accepted. Pennell remained at the -Falle
until evening, when ho returned to hie
homo In this city,
